The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or suggest a balloon catheter including the limitation of 
"wherein the thickness of the annular wall of the sleeve tapers toward the distal end of 
the shaft throughout a length of the shaft while the radial distance between the outer 
surface of the shaft and the inner surface of the sleeve remains constant throughout the 
length of the shaft in which the thickness of the annular wall tapers, resulting in a 
catheter with a tapered distal region" in combination with the other limitations recited in 
claim 17. The prior art made of record did not disclose or suggest a balloon catheter 
including the limitation of "wherein both the outer surface of the sleeve and the outer 
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surface of the shaft taper toward the distal end of the shaft throughout a length of the 
shaft while the radial distance between the outer surface of the shaft and the inner 
surface of the sleeve remains constant throughout the length of the shaft in which the 
outer surface of the sleeve and the outer surface of the shaft tapers, resulting in a 
catheter with a tapered distal region" in combination with the other limitations recited in 
claim 26.
